There 
was my little band of interrog#tors, the 
two women we found in the house when we 
moved in (it isn't their house, but the 
people who own it have taken rouge some- 
where else), and a man and his wife and 
daughter who had shown up from a nearby 
town where they were bombed out yester~ 
day artornoons They weren't supposed to 
stey hero, but I didn't have the heart 
teil them to get out, 

They were all pretty sad early in the 
evening. The new refugees were still 
pretty jittery after their horrible ex- 
perienes of the afternoon and my men 
were pretty depressed because of the gen- 
eral seriousness of the situation. But 
‘later on the news of events on other sec- 
‘tors ofthe front came in and our spirits 
picked up. Somecne had an idea and we 
went out and got us a Christmas tree off 
the hillside and found where the owners 
of. the heusé kept their tree decorations. 
Our pianist, who can play in German as 
well.as in English, started to play car- 
ols. Meanwhile someone fcund some wine, 
and the party started. We.sang carols 
in English, in French, in German and in 
Walloon. All of us had our own private 
werries, but we forgot them for the time, 
or tried to. One had to watch the cone 
versation all the time to keep it from 
getting serious, which it did every now 
and them, But the wine and the contents 
of cur Christmas boxes--which we passed 
around--helped to keep things going.

Mest peow 
ple don't even know what our Wilderness 
Areas are, and don't realize what they 
themselves possess in common ownership 
with us all, nor what they are losing 
when these areas are “improved.” Of 
course it is true most of these same 
people wouldn't think of hiking or 
knapsacking into these areas to en joy 
them, and think you are "nuts" when you 
talk of such things§ Future genera- 
tions, however, will bless the farsight~ 
edness of the Sierra Club when it comes 
to wilderness preservation.

FOURTH CLASS 

Purpose; To determine candidate's com- 
petence to engage in easy cross-country 
ski trips. Good form desirable, but per- 
fect form not insisted upon, 

Demonstrations required: 

I. snowplow at least 5 yds., under con-, 
trol, to standstill from direct descent. 

2. Four linked stem turns of at least 
120 degrees, executed slowly under complete 
control and separated by traverses with 
skis parallel, upper ski leading. 

3. A cross-country tour 2-3 miles long, 
demonstrating ability to cope with ordin- 
ary obstacles, to use poles properly, to 
climb, to do kick-turns, and to run down- 
hill without too many falls at a speed 
about half that of third-class skiers. 
Climbing devices permitted. 

Alternative: Ascent and descent of 


approximately 500 feet vertical elevation * 


to test reasonable climbing and downhill 
running ability, demonstrating above 
skills, with time limits, depending upon 
snow conditions, fixed by the judges. 

The judges shall pass upon the profi- 
ciency of each candidate in the Light of 
the purpose of the test. 


THIRD CLASS 
Purpose: 


To stimulate and measure the 
ordinary touring ability every skier 
should be ambitious to attain in order to 
enjoy all-day tours over mountain terrain. 


Fluency, assurance, steadiness are re= 
quired rather than speed. : 

Demonstrations required: 

Il. Four linked stem turns in moderately 
soft snow on slope of at least 15 degrees, 
executed slowly under complete control 
and separated by traverses with skis 
parallel, upper ski leading. 

2. A right and left christiania to a 
standstill from direct descent, starting 
turns: at a speed of at least 10 m.p.h. 
Stem, open or pure christianias may be 
used; inside-ski must not be lifted. 

3. Side-slipping to right and left deyn 
a smooth slope. Travel a sufficient dis~ 
tance in each direction to demonstrate 
control of side-slip and « yet ‘by edging 
and weight shifting. 

4, Kick-turns to right and left, both 
uphill and downhill, on slope of 30 deg. 

5. Good form and effective propulsion 
on the level with the one-step & two-step. 

6. Ascent and descent of standard course 
of approximately 1000 ft. elev. if possi- 
ble. Climbing aids other than wax not

SECOND CLASS OTe 
ee 

Purpose: To Ress i alt mastery of tour 
ing technique and ability to cope with all 
conditions of snow and terrain, including 
steep slopes and open woods, that do not 
involve unjustifiable hazard. ‘Marked © 
steadiness and a fluent, aggressive style 
required. Speed expected about double 
that for Third Class, but not necessarily 
more than half that of racing speed. No 
kick-turns permitted. Few falls permitted. 

Demonstrations required; 

Il. four stem turns linking traverses in 
soft snow on slope of at least 25 degrees. 
2. Four linked christianias started at 
speed of about 30 mp.h., accurately 

placed as designated by judges. 

3. Four linked stem-christianias of 
shortest possible radius, with or without 
help of the inner pole, on a 30-degree 
slope of either hard or soft snow, 

4. Four jump-turns, linking traverses 
preferably on breakable crust, on slope 
of at least 20 degrees. One or both 
poles permitted on turns... A momentary 
stop permitted after each turn. 

5. Skating stride, poling for speed. 

6. No-fall descent of several hundred 
feot, maintaining fair speed on open slope 
of hard snow including pitches of 30 deg. 

7. Similar no-fall descent on soft snow. 

8. Descent of standard course of at 
least 1000 ft. in a fixed time limit, 
with but 2 falls allowed. Course must 
include slopes generally steeper than 
the Third Class run. 

9. A descent of not less than 300 feet 
of wood-running, dense enough to prevent 
straight running but not enough to pre- 
vent continuous turns.

The First Class award is made for ex- 
cellence in either touring or racing. 

The touring award is intended as a 
recognition of perfected technique and 
including leadership, 
in ski-mountaineering and touring. 

The racing award is in recognition of 
consistently notable performance in repre- 
sentative and officially recognized 
national or international ski competi- 
tion,
